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THE RETALIATION REPORT. 

The Secretary of State to whom was re- 
ferred several resolutions of tue Senate 
of the 2d of Feb. and 9th March last, 
has the honor to” submit to the Presi- 
den: the following 


REPORT: 


Although these Resolutions are of dif- 
derent dates, and refer to subjects insome 
respects distinct in their nature, yet, as 
they are connected! in others of consi- 
Mérable importance, which bear essen- 
tially on the conduct of the parties in the 
present war, it is thought proper to com- 

rise them in the same report. 

The first of those resolutions calls for 
the names of the individuals who were 
selected from the American prisoncrs of 
war and sent to Great Britain for trid; 
their places of residence in the U. States ; 
the times when, and the courts by which 
they were admitted to become citizens ; 
the regiments to which they belong ; 
when and where they were taken; with 
eopics of any official correspondence re- 
specting the treatment of prisoners of; 
war, and of any orders for retaliation en 
either side. 

The other resolutions request informa. 
tion of the eonduct of G. Britain towards 
her native subjects, taken in arms agains! , 
her, and of the general practice of the 
nations of Europe relative to naturaliza- 
tion, and the employment in war, cach, 
ef the subjects of the other; of the cas- 
es, with their circumstances, in which a- 
my civilized nation has punisacd its na- 
tive subjects taken jn arms ajscinst it, for 
which punishment retaliation was in- 
flicted by the nation in whose service they 
were taken. And lastly— 

Under what circumstances andon what 
grounds G. Britain has refused to dis- 
charge native citizens of the U, States 

impressed into her service; and what 
has been her conduct towards American 
peamen on board her ships of war, at and 
since the commencement of the present 
war with the U, Status. 

The paper marked A contains the 
names of the American prisoners who 
were sent to. England for trial by the Bri- 
Aish commander in Canada ; of tne corps 
to which they belong; ofthe times when, 
and of the places where, they were tak- 
en. Of their places of residence in the 
U. States; of the times and the courts in 
which they were admitted to Lecorae 
citizens, there is no evidence in this de- 
partment, nor is there any to shew wre- 
ther they were naturalized or native citi- 
zens of the U. States. This paper cen- 
tains also a copy of the orders of both go- 
vernments for retaliation, and of the cor- 
respondence between their respective 
Commissaries, concerning the treatment 
of prisoners. 

The paper marked B states various 
grounds on which the British govern- 
ment has refused to deliver up American 
geamenimpressed inte the British ser- 
vice, on the application of the agents of 
the U. States, regularly authorized to de- 
mand them, with the correspondence, re- 
lating to the same. . It communicates al- 
so such information as this department 
has bcen able to obtain of the conduct of 
the British government towards Ameri- 
can seamen on board British ships of 
war, at and since the commencement 
of the present war. Among the caus- 
es assigned for their detention, the fol- 
lowing are the most deserving of no-; 
tice :— = 

1. That they had no documents, or that | 
their documents were irregular, 

2. That they were released from pri- 
son in Gottenburg. 

3. That they werc exchanged as Bri- 
tish subjects. 

4. Were said to be impostors. 

5. To have married in England. 

6. Did not answer the descriptions gi- 
yen of thein in their protections. 

7. Had attempted to desert. 

8. Were sent into the service. for 
smuggliag. 

9, Werc not to be found on board of 
the ship stated. 

10. Had voluntarily entered into the 
British service. 

11. Were natives of foreign countries, 
Prussia, Sweden, Italy, &c. 

It is probable that some ofthe seamen, 
whose discharges were demanded, may 
not have been native citizens of the U. 
States, but very presumable that the 
greater part were. Indeed the pretext 

assigned for their detention seems to ad- 
mitit, sul 
E igland, being there, their origin might 
- have been'traced, But thatis the ground 
in few instances only. In urging that 
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some had no pretections, or that their 
protections were irregular; that others 
“ad been exchanged as British prison- 
‘rs; were impostors ; had attempted to 
desert; did not answer the protections 
given them; were natives of Prussia, 
Sweden, &c. it is fairly to be inferred that 
the public authoriy in England, to 
whom this duty is assigned, sougnt ras 
ther to evade tne ap ‘ication, than to 
justify the refusal.

The contrast which these documents! 
present, in the pretensions and conduct! 
of G Britain, with the pretensions and 
conduct of the U. States, cannot fail to 
make adecp impression in favour of the 
latter. The British government ine 
presses into its Navy native citizens of 
tne Y. States, and compels them to serve 
in it, and in many instances even to figiat 
against their country, while it arrests as 
traitors and menaces with death persons 
suspected to be native British subjects, 
for having fought under our stanaard a- 
gainst British forces, altho” they had vo- 
iuntavily entered into our army, alter 
waving emigrated to the U. States, ana 
incorporated themselves into tne Amcri- 
can society, The U. States, on tlic other 
hana, nave forced no persons into tneir 
service, nor have they sought, hor are 
they disposed to punish any, who, after 
vaving frecly emigrated to any part of 
tne Britisi dominions, and settied there, 
may have entered voluntarily Mto the 
British army. 

‘Lie remaining enquiries relate to eb- 
jects other than the inmediate “conduct 
of the parties in the present war. They 
demand information of the conduct of 
Great Britain, and of other powers in 
past times, without ‘limitation in the re- 
trospect, in circumstances bearing on 
tue question of retaliation. The infor» 
nation required relates to the following 
points: ; 

1. The conduct of G. Britain and the 
other nations of Europe, as to naturaliza- 
tionsand the employment in war, cach, 
of the subjects of the other. 


2. Astothe punishment of their native 
subjects taken in arms against them, in 
the service of other powers, 

3. Examples of retaliation by the lat- 
ter in such cases, 

These cnquiries necessarily involve 
an extensive research into the history 
and jurisprudence of the nations ef Eu- 
rope. For so important atask the other 
duties of the Secretary of State have al- 
together disqualified him, since the call 
was made. The approaching close of 
the session does not leave him time for 
more than the following observations : 
That all the nations of Europe natura- 
lizes foreigners ; ‘ 

That they all employ in their service 
the subjects of cach gther, & frequently

Jin specie, and ordered her into this port. 


The Epervier had 8 men killed and be- 
tween 30 and 40 wounded—and is much 
damaged in rigging, sails and nuii; her 
Ist Lieut, had his right arm and thigh 
shot off; he is on board the prize. Tne 
Peacock’s loss is trifing, only 3 wound- 
ed, none killed. Nodamage done to ner 
hull at all, and very little to her rigging. 
The Epervier was built in 1812; and I 
am told by gentlemen who have been on 
board of her, that she is a fine, clegant 
vessel. Sie had orders to engage any 
American sloop-of war. The Peacock’s 
damage was so trivial, t!.at she has pro- 
ceeded on her cruize-—capt. Warrington 
did noi deem it necessary to come into 
port. I have given you as far as I nave 
been able to learn, the particulars of this 
brillant action—to-morrow we shah hear 
more of it.

He merited his fate, though 
one would have thoughtit impossible for humani- 
ty to have rejoiced at its consequences The 
good fortune of Napoleon has fora time deserted 
him, but his courage and military skill yet remain 
He mav retrieve all by one bold stroke, and en- 
tangle his adversaries in the toils they themselve- 
have spread He is not yet conqnered ' The 
fare of France is not decided Our impressions 
and our wishes, we scruple not to say, favour the 
expulsion of the Allies from France, their delest 
and discomfiture, if they have other views than 
that of compelling the Emperor of France tomake 
a peace which shall confine the power of France 
within her established limits. 

But supposing the news to be as conclusive of 
the fate of France a: mny appear to think it. we 
cannot conceive how it is possibie for any Amv- 
‘ican federalist to .ejoice at it. The overthrow 
of the Napoleon Dynasty may gratify his hatred 
of the powerful genius who established it on the 
rnins of the demolished throne of the Bou. bons, 
but it will at the same time overturn an establish 
ed government; and, if it do net give rise to the 
most sanguinary civil war, it will not ameliorate 
the condition of the French peopte—unless tt {> 
to be improved by exchanging a vigorous and in- 
telligent savereign for one of a character directly 
the reverse, whoseimbecility would provoke con 
quest from abroad and conspiracy at home Ne 
change could take place in the government cf 
France, which would not prove prejudicial tothe}.

ons it would generate.

St. John’s, New Prunswick, 
4°h May, 1814. 

« Yesterday, about 200 sailors arrived} 
here from Halifax, which were sent off: 
this morning for Quebec, along wita 54 | 
more that volunteered in this City. A 
bounty of #25 this currency ($ 100) was | 
paid down to each man before they 
etarted, most of which they left with their 
relations; in addition to this bounty, e- 
very man that will volunteer for the lakes 
for six months, (or until the English can 
hoist the broom at the mast bead, wnico 
they say they shail be able to do this 
summer) is to be provided with an ad- 
miralty protection when discharged, 
which isto insure them from ever beinz 
impressed, either in England er in tie 
colonies. ; 

« By this dav’s mail we learn, that se- 
veral regiments of Scottish Highlanders 
have arrived ut Halifax, which are tx- 
pected ina few days in this place—sor« 
say tnat thev are to be'sent off to the Cu- 
nadas; but Mr. S. told me, and on ijs 
information much credit may be places.
